His plan 
of disarmament, even if adopted) 
by all nations, would not pacify the 
world, but it might at least pacify 
the pacifists in that part of the 
world with which he is most di- 
rectly concerned. Prime Minister 
MacDonald may not be a_ great 
statesman, but he is an adroit poli-! 
tician. 


MUSSOLINI INTERVENES 

Now Signor Mussolini has inter- 
vened with his special plan. As we 
might expect of him, it is bold. de- 
finite and direct. He is essentially 
a realist. He has the gift of pic- 
turesque phraseology but he is not| 
a phrasemonger. 

In substance, his plan is a re-)| 
version to policy, pacts and alli-| 
ances between the great powers of | 
Europe as a means of controlling 
developments and securing peace 

This last portent is of immense 
significance for the future course 
of world history. In practice, the 
League of Nations is to be aban- | 
doned as a body for maintaining | 
peace and imposing ar "cement in 
matters of dispute such as treaty 
revision or disarmament; and 
that, instead of the League, the 
four great powers of Eurepe shall 
discuss and settle these matters. 

The history of Europe since the 
war has been a record not of the 
work of the League of Nations, but 
of tense and nervous maintenance 
by the French of eir hegemony 
victorious nations 
By means of diplomacy, backed 
by irresistible military superiority 
and finance, France has striven 
keep control of Europe and 
former enemy, Germany 
and cowered into harmlessness 
infiuence has dominated League ac- 
tion in the interest of its allies 
was shown by such incidents as e 
Upper Silesia award and the col- 
lapse of the investigation into the 
Polish-Ukraine scandal and 
Filibuster.

There is no need to go back to 1923, or to use 
as illustration a Germany wilfully destroying the 
value of its currency in order to rid itself of its 
bonded debt. While the article was in the mail, 
President Roosevelt in the country alongside our 
own, inflated the currency of his country by two 
billion dollars, with benefit both to his own people 
and to their dollar.

Yesterday I heard, as I think, the real reason 
why Canadian bankers cleave to the gold standard 
and oppose inflation. It wasn't a financier or a 
college professor who told me. He an old 
hardbitten sailor and sealer, and he didn’t know 
he told me.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 

THE DIET FOR CONTROLLING DIABETES 

Since the discovery of insulin some doctors ad- 
minister it to patients to assist in the sugar meta- 
bolism in the body so that the patient may eat any- 
thing he wishes and yet avoid the diabetic coma 
1 have observed many cases where such a treat- 
ment was used and have become finally convinced 
that, while the use of insulin will relieve the symp- 
toms as long as the insulin is used at intervals, it 
is not a real cure of the disease which can only 
take place when the patient learns to overcome the 
bad dieting habits which were originally respon- 
sible. I, therefore, prescribe a rigid diet to my pa- 
tients and the percentage of complete cures would 
be startling to one who has relied upon other 
methods. 

The diet which I ustially recommend to follow the 
fast is similar to the following although variations 
may have to be made in individual cases: 

BREAKFAST: Choice of one kind of protein 
such as eggs, cottage cheese, meat. Only one egg 
should be used or two ounces of meat or cheese. 
The patient may also use from two to four thin 
slices of Melba toast and a small dish of cooked 
fruit such as prunes, figs, raisims, baked apple or 
apple sauce, no sugar being added either before or 
after cooking. Between breakfast and lunch one 
quart of distilled water should be used. 


LUNCH: A choice of une or more of the follow- 
ing vegetables cooked: lettuce, spinach, small 


string beans, asparagus, cucumber, small beets and 
tops, summer squash, small turnips and tops, small 
carrots, kale, endive and also one or two raw veg- 
ctables served without dressing. Avocado, ripe 
olives and tomatoes may be included. In the after- 
noon at least one quart of distilled water should be 
taken 

DINNER: Choice of one kind of the following 
proteins: Beef, mutton, rabbit, chicken, fresh fish, 
cottage or cream cheese. Not over one-quarer of 
a pound of the lean meat should be used or a cor- 
responding amount of the other proteins, Fatty 
portions should not be used and the meat should not 
be fried in grease. In addition one may have a 
choice of one or more of the cooked vegetables used 
at lunch and some raw salad vegetables. No des- 
seris 

This diet be used for several weeks be- 
fore attempt is made to use any of the car- 
bohydrate foods. If sugar does not disappear com- 
pletely from the liquid waste of the kidneys while 
one is on this diet, it is sometimes advisable to take 
a milk diet for several weeks, especially if the pa- 
in a weakened condition, but this is not 
usually necessary. After following these directions 
carefully the average patient will find that the 
sugar is no longer found in excess in the blood and 
that he has abundant energy for his occupations.
